1. THE CANADIAN MISSION HAS REACHED PRELIMINARY 
AGREEMENT WITH GENEVA'S KEY AFRICANS -- CAMEROON AND 
NIGERIA — ON ELEMENTS FOR INCLUSION IN THE RESOLUTION 
TO BE ADOPTED BY THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION SPECIAL 
SESSION ON RWANDA. THE AGREED ELEMENTS INCLUDE ALL OF 
THOSE PROPOSED BY THE UNITED STATES. CAMEROON, CANADA 
AND NIGERIA ARE CONVENING AN OPEN-ENDED MEETING TODAY, 
MAY 19, TO DISCUSS THE ELEMENTS. THE 
CANADIAN-CAMEROONIAN-NIGERIAN AGREEMENT FOLLOWS THE 
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PROCEDURAL MODEL FOR THE SPECIAL SESSION SET OUT IN 
REFTEL. AFTER THIS AFTERNOON’S MEETING, CANADA WILL PUT 
TOGETHER THE FIRST DRAFT OF AN ACTUAL RESOLUTION. FULL 
TEXT OF THE CANADIAN /CAMEROONIAN/NIGERIAN PAPER IS IN 
PARAGRAPH 3 BELOW. 

2. COMMENT: THE CONVENING OF THE OPEN-ENDED GROUP TO 

DISCUSS ELEMENTS FOLLOWS THE PATTERN SET BY THE U.S. TO 
PREPARE RESOLUTIONS AT THE SPECIAL SESSIONS ON 
YUGOSLAVIA. THE SUBSTANCE OF THE RWANDA RESOLUTION 
ELEMENTS IS QUITE POSITIVE FROM THE U.S. PERSPECTIVE, 
ALTHOUGH WE WILL WANT TO ENSURE CAREFUL DRAFTING AND THE 
INCLUSION OF SOME DETAILS IMPORTANT TO US. PL^SE 
ADVISE IMMEDIATELY IF ANY OF THE ELEMENTS POSE 
DIFFICULTIES FOR THE U.S. IN ALL, PREPARATIONS FOR THE 
SESSION CONTINUE TO MOVE IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. WE 
WILL PARTICIPATE IN THIS AFTERNOON'S MEETING, WHICH 
SHOULD BE REVEAL WHETHER THERE ARE SIGNIFICANT ISSUES OF 
CONTROVERSY STILL TO BE RESOLVED. END COMMENT.
